Still room for vendors at Pelham Home Show 
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Mayors rolling with 
Meals on Wheels

Two Niagara mayors rolled up their 
sleeves and put on their volunteer hats 
last Thursday to deliver meals as part of 
the Meals on Wheels program. 

For about six years the Mayors Meals 
has been running in Niagara. The event 
gives mayors the opportunity to meet 
with the many people who benefit greatly 
from the program. 

Last Thursday morning Welland mayor 
Frank Campion and Pelham Mayor Dave 
Augustyn geared up to deliver hot and 
frozen meals to about a dozen residence 
in the Welland and Pelham areas. 

“The mayors go out and deliver the 
meals with our volunteers. So it gives 
our clients a chance to connect with our 
mayors, which they love. It gives the may¬ 
ors a chance to see what kind of services 
we are providing and what kind of clients 
we are providing those services to,” Cheri 
Della-Gatta, Meals on Wheels coordina¬ 
tor, said. 

Augustyn said he thinks the program is 

The meals provide proper nutrition and 
an opportunity to check-up on people. 

“They allow folks to live a little more 
independently and longer in their own 
home. It provides peace of mind for loved 
ones and relatives,” Augustyn said. 

During a typical week Della-Gatta said 
they deliver anywhere from 250 to 300 hot 
meals. Meals on Wheels also delivers fro¬ 
zen meals. Della-Gatta said they usually 
deliver about 200 frozen meals per week. 

For Della-Gatta the significance of the 
mayors' involvement is it creates recog- 
nizability. She said it gives the organiza¬ 
tion a chance to promote the program. 

Campion said the Mayors Meals pro¬ 
gram raises the organization’s profile and 
gets the word out about the service. 

This helps attract more volunteers and 


could encourage more people to sign up 
for the service. 

“I believe for some people it is a criti¬ 
cal service, where for some people they 
wouldn’t be receiving meals on a regular 
basis,” Campion said. 

The service is provided for anyone who 
is over the age of 60, or anyone who is a 
disabled adult. Della-Gatta said they have 
some clients as young as 18 who are liv¬ 
ing on their own and are unable to make 
proper meals for themselves. She said the 
younger clients will usually get the frozen 
meals because the meals are adaptable. 
The client also doesn’t have to be home 


Volunteers deliver the meals every day 
on 35 different routs in the Welland and 
Pelham area. Currendy there are about 
60 people donating their time to the pro- 

“We are always looking for volunteers 
and always looking to service our clients 
better. We are always interested in any 
type of partnerships,” Della-Gatta said. 

Clients and the volunteers received 
a special Easter treat. Della-Gatta said 
every holiday the organization tries to do 
something special. 

“This year they are getting a special 
meal, which they always do before that 
holiday... with a special dessert that isn't 
a typical menu item,” she said. 

They each received a notepad, pen and 
some chocolates. The volunteers also 
received a gift. 

Della-Gatta said the program isn't just 
about the meals, it’s about creating rela¬ 
tionships. The volunteers visit the same 
people each week and create a bond with 
those people.

Leslie Price from Stratford was one 
of the avid birdwatchers who bundled 
up and braved the cold and wind at 
the annual Hawk Watch open house at 
Beamer Memorial Conservation area last 

“My son is in the naturalist field group 
in Stratford, and he has gotten us all into 
it,” she said. 

“Every Sunday we go on drives, it's 
make a day of it.” 

Michael Street from the Niagara Penin¬ 
sula Hawkwatch said they expected more 
than 1,000 enthusiasts, mosdy from the 
Golden Horseshoe area but also from the 
other side of the lake. 

Street said that Beamer is a key point 
along the migration route of the birds. 

"Ihese (birds) are all coming north to 
go to the breeding territories in Ontario." 

Street said that Beamer point is the 


closest the escarpment comes to the 
south shore of Lake Ontario.

He said an average of 15,000 birds will 
pass by between March 1 and May 15. 

The birds are counted by about 12-15 
volunteers, who take turns at the site 
between and 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

“Working with all the other hawk 
watchers helps get a picture of the popu¬ 
lation of these birds,” he added. 

"We help keep track of populations; it 
helps general knowledge and share the 
information for studies.” 

Street said they had 4,500 birds in one 
day, and they were hoping for a good 
turnout at the open house. 

“So many people don’t even realize 
that this is going on over their heads.”

town for remembering Collins, who also 
served as a trustee on the then Niagara 
South Board of Education. 

Funds arrive for mortar 
project 

A German mortar may be ready to mark 
the anniversary of its capture in June. 

Pelham will receive up to $17,800 
from Veteran Affairs Canada to complete 
restoration of a mortar. It has stood in front 
of Pelham Township's Great War cenotaph 
in Ridgeville since 1921. 

Recreation director Vickie 
vanRavenswaay told town council last 
Monday she hopes the $40,000 project 
will be complete for a June 24 dedication 
ceremony. 

It would mark the 98th anniversary of 
the capture of the mortar in a raid on a 
German trench by an Alberta regiment 
during the First World War. 

The town, federal government and 
Canadian Legion have shared costs to 
restore the mortar as well as upgrade the 
cenotaph in front of Old Pelham Town Hall. 

The town improved the grounds around 
the cenotaph by adding landscaping and 
walkway. 

The mortar was almost removed during 
planning of the project but residents 
interested in local heritage protested. 

The cenotaph contains the names of 18 
Pelham Township men who did not return 
from the First World War. The mortar is 
considered part of their almost century-old

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SIU probes incident at Pen Centre

The province's Special Investigations Unit 
is probing a confrontation between a teen¬ 
ager and Niagara Regional Police officers at 
the Pen Centre on St Patrick's Day. 

The 16-year-old Denis Morris High School 
student is recovering from a concussion as 
well as various scrapes and bruises. 

The Special Investigations Unit is 
Ontario’s civilian oversight agency respon¬ 
sible for investigating circumstances involv¬ 
ing police that have resulted in death or seri¬ 
ous injury. 

John Bragagnolo, the manager of the Pen 
Centre, said mall security received a call on 
St. Patrick's Day about two male subjects 


Police officers were already at the mall for 
another incident and took over. 

The teen’s mother took to Facebookin frus¬ 
tration after saying she was unable to get an 
explanation for what happened to her son. 

The mall allowed the mother to see sur¬ 
veillance video of the incident She said the 


video showed police injuring her son dur¬ 
ing the takedown. She said the video also 
showed her son was put in a chokehold and 
taken down again after he was in handcuffs. 

The teen can'tbe named under provisions 
of the Youth Criminal Jusdce Act which pro¬ 
tects the identity of a person under the age 
of 18who is charged with an offence or who

media to view the video citing privacy con- 

Now that the SIU is involved, Const. Phil 
Gavin said the NRP was prohibited from 
releasing information or commenting on 
the investigation. 

Gavin said the NRP became aware last 
Monday, through social media posts, that 
the teen "may have suffered injuries during 

in the investigation of the disturbance.” 

On the same date, the NRP contacted the 
SIU and forwarded the unit their informa¬ 
tion on the incident 

The SIU stepped in last Thursday.
